There  has  been  increasea  interest  in  the  Hudson  Bay 
Railroad  and  immigration.  The  collection  of  railroad  ana  inimi- 
gration  pamphlets  was  useful  in  this  regard,   iit,hnic  group  studies 
were  still  to  the  fore,  as  were  all  phases  of  education,  highway  and 
flood  studies,  political  boundaries  and  population  studies,  Metis 
and  Inaian  conaitions,  meaicare  and  welfare  problems.  Manpower, 
urban  and  suburban  development,  ana  housing  are  newer  topics,   each 
new  department  and  committee  formed  uses  our  resources,  ana  as  a  result 
the  growtn  of  government  is  felt  by  the  demands  for  research  placea  upon 
the  staff. 

Statistical  tables  follow  this  report.   Statistics  present 
quantitative  use  of  the  library,  but  there  is  no  method  evolved  that 
woula  present  its  qualitative  use.   Some  enquiries  are  of  the  quick 
factual  variety,  whereas  others  require  much  searching. 


CATALOGUING  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

From  our  rejuvenated  cataloguing  and  classification  division 
we  expect  great  things.  It  is  our  hope  that  all  current  cataloguing 
will  be  kept  up-to-date,  and  that  the  backlog  of  other  material  will 
dimish  gradually. 

1,155  books  and  documents  and  253  immigration  pamphlets  were 
classified.  27,895  reports  from  other  governments  ana  agencies  were 
received  on  free  reciprocal  exchange,  9,077  auther,  subject  and  title 
cards  were  added  to  the  catalogue.   The  total  number  of  classified 
works  is  74,890,  and  701,964  aocuments  and  pamphlets,  excluaing  periodi- 
cals ana  newspapers. 

Notice  of  each  item  catalogued  is  forwarded  to  the  National 
Library  in  Ottawa. 

More  volumes  of  rare  Manitoba  periodicals  were  analyzed  for 
easier  accessibility  with  the  subject  entries  integrated  with  the  card 
catalogue.

During  the  past  year  we  were  able  to  increase  our  establish- 
ment to  include  an  aaditional  librarian  ajic  a  clerk -typist,  ana  in  the 
Archives  a  second  assistant  archivist.

These  positions  have 
been  filled  by  Mr.  John  Bovey,  as  Provincial  Archivist,  and  Mr.  Barry 
Hyman,  as  Assistant  Archivist,  Mr.  Bovey  was  formerly  Archivist  with 
the  North-West  Territories,  ana  Mr.  Hyman  was  employed  by  the  Public 
Archives  of  Canada.

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REPORT  OF  THE   LIBRARY 

OF  THE 

DEPARTMENTS  OF  HEALTH   AND  WELFARE 

Miss  Marjorie  Morley, 
Provincial  Librarian, 

Madam: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  anniial  report  of  the  library  of  the  De- 
partments of  Health  and  Welfare  for  the  year  196?. 

The  library  was  greatly  affected  by  the  move  of  the  Department  of  Welfare 
and  the  Division  of  Environmental  Sanitation  from  the  Norquay  Building  during  the 
siuuner.  The  easy  access  by  staff  to  the  library  was  thus  diminished.  The  subsequent 
decentralization  of  the  Winnipeg  regional  welfare  offices  resulted  in  additional  book 
and  journal  orders.  Orders  were  discontinued  for  the  former  division  of  Fitness  and 
Amateur  Spoirt  when  it  became  part  of  the  Department  of,  Tourism  and  Recreation, 

The  library  is  a  central  ordering  office  for  all  division  offices.  As  the 
statistics  indicate  book  orders  have  remained  constant  cind  pamphlet  orders  have  in- 
creased. The  Brandon  and  Selkirk  Hospitals  for  Mental  Diseases  continue  to  order 
many  books  due  to  federal  grants  for  professional  literature.  The  division  of 
Comrainity  Development  Services  orders  large  numbers  of  pamphlets. 

Information  and  reference  inquiries  received  over  the  year  indicate  the 
growing  interest  in  health  and  social  problems.  The  most  popular  topic  was  drug  ad- 
diction including  many  requests  for  information  on  LSD,  marihuana  and  glue  sniffing. 
Other  topics  were  air  and  water  pollution,  abortion,  family  desertion,  poverty,  fam- 
ily life  education,  marriage  and  divorce,  social  planning,  administration  and  staff 
training. 

The  growing  student  population  of  the  two  universities  has  increased  the 
number  of  student  readers.  Students  not  only  from  the  Schools  of  Nursing  and  Social 
Work  have  become  regular  library  users,  but  also  those  from  the  School  of  Rehabili- 
tation, Physical  Education,  and  Education  and  students  in  the  Arts  and  Sciences  who 
seek  material  on  social  problems, 

A  large  gift  of  several  hiindred  books  and  journals  was  received  from  the 
Dirision  of  Public  Health  Nursing,  Many  of  the  items  were  retained  and  many  were 
made  available  to  the  University  of  Manitoba  School  of  Nursing  Education,  Thirty- 
five  bound  volumes  of  the  British  Medical  Journal  and  the  Lancet  covering  the  years 
1959  to  1966  were  donated  by  Dr,  P,  Warner,  Director  of  Health  Seirvices, 

The  library  participates  in  the  programs  sponsored  by  the  two  departments 
and  in  paj:ticular  took  part  in  the  Health  Education  Slimmer  Workshop  for  teachers. 
Dental  Sei*vices  In-service  Education  Program,  Prenatal  Institutes,  Public  Health 
Nursing  Refresher  courses  and  numerous  conferences.   In  addition,  new  staff  members 
are  made  aware  of  the  library's  facilities  and  services.  Eight  groups  of  student 
nurses  from  the  St,  Boniface  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  were  introduced  to  the  library. 

An  increasing  interest  is  being  shown  by   the  division  offices  in  the  organ- 
ization and  control  of  their  own  collections.  The   librarian  is  consulted  on  many 
such  an  occasion. 

The  library  published  four  lists  of  new  additions  to  the  collection  and  these 
were  distributed  to  staff,  A  bibliography  on  family  living  was  published  in  answer  to

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Rotation  of  books: 

iimall  libraries  require  a  regular  supply  of  books.   As  a 
means  to  giving  the  libraries  new  books  at  frequent  intervals  we 
felt  tnat  a  book  rotation  system  anions  the  libraries  was  necessary. 
The  first  rotation  was  set  up  seven  years  ago,  ana  served  six  libraries. 
On  June  1,  1967,  a  secona  similar  systan  was  inaugurated,  to  include 
three  libraries.   In  aaoition  an  exchange  of  French  books  ajnong  tnree 
libraries  is  operating.   Tnese  libraries,  also,  receive  permanent  books 
for  each  library.

Gift  of  Books 

Our  last  report  mentioned  that  the  Centennial  Commission,  Ottawa, 
would  present  gifts  of  books  in  both  English  ana  French  to  the  public 
libraries  of  Canada.  On  July  19,  1967,  a  reception  was  held  in  Winnipeg 
by  the  Commission,  during  which  the  Honourable  Stewart  E.  McLean,  ^.C, 
acceptec  the  gift  on  behalf  of  the  public  libraries  of  Manitoba.  He 
was  presented  with  a  scroll,  which  now  hangs  in  the  Provincial  Library. 
All  provinces  participated  in  similar  ceremonies  on  the  same  date.
